He was always able to 
pick up die conversation thread without 
missing a comma. 

TI*K 111 EKHN BAKER dress still runs to 
conservative (what else?) greys, although the 
bright blue shirt with the wide white stripes 
could almost be construed as mod. 'Hie shock 
of wavy grey heir with the twin dark streaks, 
made popular by the cartoonists of Canada, 
is as it was a dozen years ago. The light blue 
eyes can be steel or rippling, laughing 
waters. The Diefenbaker command of Uie 
English language, the Diefenbaker polish of a 
trial lawyer, the Diefenbaker facial theatrics 
are still worth the price of admission. He is, 
in short, still the best political stow in any 
town he happens to hang his black tomburg. 

It is quite possible a decade or so since 
John George Diefenbaker hid behind the 
skirts of no comment He kept his record 
intact Tuesday and only once used the off-the- 
record dodge. That was during a discussion 
of noted personalities in the political world — 
the subject being Lester Pearson.

This home therapy isn't in¬ 
tended for just any old kind 
of back distress. It's a good 
do-it-yourself adjunct only 
when you know that it suits 
your case, and you aran’t 
trying to cure yourself of 
some ailment that needs 
treatment of some other kind.

Storm Aggravates Drought „ ^ 

Texas Dust Sky-High 


LUBBOCK, Tex. UPI) A 
dust storm laced with 6h-m*le¬ 
an-hour winds turned the sky 
rad, caused car wreck# and 
cut visibility so low across 
drought-criwiled West Texas 
Tuesday that residents could 
not see across the street. 

“If I had an airplane today, 
I could go up about 1,000 feet 
and homestead one of the 
best farms in Lubbock 
County," said Dean Nichols, a 
farmer. "On real bad days 
like today, crops lose up to 
one inch of topsoil and it 
takes seven years to replace 
that one inch." 

Farmers shut down irriga¬ 
tion wells to prevent dust 
damage. Twenty-one cars, 


their drivers hampered hy the 
reduced visibility, piled to¬ 
gether on an interstate high¬ 
way in Amarillo. Tex., send¬ 
ing eight persons to a hos¬ 
pital. 

Winds gusting to 60 miles 
an hour pushed the dust 
southward to the Red River 
Valley along the Oklahoma 
border. 

Dust warnings were posted 
for Wichita Falls, Tex., where 
next Friday a full-blooded 
Cherokee will conduct an 
Indian rain dance in an 
attempt to bring that city its 
first moisture since a trace of 
rain fell March 26.

Hpuston officials said Lake 
Houston, one of the city's 
main sources of water, had 
reached its lowest April level 
in history. 


"On the basis of present 
uses I.ake Houston will dry up 
In about 100 days,” said R. A. 
Thompson, director of the 
water division in the nation's 
sixth largest ofty. 

He said artesian wells 
would probably prevent 
Houston from having to ration 
water, but if rationing waa 
necessary industry would be 
first to feel the cutback. 

Parts of Southwest Texas - 
particularly the San Angelo 
arpa — have been on the 
verge of disaster all yet?. 
Gov. Preston Smith recently 
asked President Nixon to 
declare 60 Texas counties 
disaster areas.

VANCOUVER tCP) B.C.

Wendell Sparkes, who Is 
also president of the Pro¬ 
vincial Association of Pro¬ 
testant Teachers of Quebec 
told more than 1.000 delegates 
to the annual convention of 
the B.C. Teachers’ Federation 
that teachers can't win any¬ 
thing by a strike. 

"Teachers can’t use a 
strike effectively — they don't 
have any economic leverage

when they walk out.” ha said. 
"The strike actually helps 
their employers — the gov¬ 
ernment and the school 
boards — because it saves 
them money, the money they 
would have had to pay out in 
wages for the strike period.” 

In the B.C. situation, said 
Sparkes, the provincial fed¬ 
eration would have been 
better tn have put the $1,250.- 
000 lost in wages by the one- 
day strike Into a special fund, 
possibly to make a donation 
to the retired teachers. 


"A better weapon for 
teachers is grass roots In¬ 
volvement in politics — in 
national and provincial par¬ 
ties and in home and school 
group*," he said. 

Sparkes. who Is finishing his 
fnqrth term as Quebec presi¬ 
dent, said Quebec teachers 
have just finished a series of 
relating four-day strikes, hut 
they bad won nothing. 

"I-et's face it, politicians 
don't regard education as a 
No. 1 political priority these 
days." he said. "Teachers 


must realize this before it ia 
too late.” 

Sparkes said the B.C. fed- 
era lion's loss of automatic 
membership, by recent gov¬ 
ernment action, may be a 
blessing in idsguis*. 

"No one can now say he is 
a captive member - It will 
l»e a matter of free choice,” 
he said. 

"They’ll he first class citi¬ 
zens.” 

Sparkes said he favors 
some form of the Rand 
formula - allowing indi¬ 


viduals to stay out but 
requiring them to pay some¬ 
thing toward union action. 

He said he broached this 
solution to Edpeatioii Minister 
Donald Brothers at tha cqn- 
ventkm Monday, but the 
minister had been "interested 
but non-committal.”

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Restricted Recommendations 


O N TOE DAY of the adjournment of the House 
of Commons for its Easter recess, External 
Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp tabled the text of a 
reference by the Canadian and U.S. governments 
to the International Joint Commission on the 
proposed Skagit River flooding. The commission 
was asked tp study the environmental conse¬ 
quences of raising the Ross Dam in Washington 
and thereby the level of the teservolr in the Skagit 
Valley in British Columbia. The reaction of 
Opposition Leader Robert Stanfield on reading the 
reference was this: . it was snowing when I went 

into the Skagit Valley but still I was able to see it 
and, Mr. Speaker, I have the distinct impression it 
is snowing in the House of Commons today." 

The reason for his skepticism lay tit the terms 
of reference regarding recommendations that the 
International Joint Commission might make as 
results of it* study. Clearly, Mr. Stanfield said, the 
recommendations seemed to be limited to ways and 
means of reducing the environmental damage that 
might be done In further flooding the Skagit 
Valley, because the recommendations were re- 
* quired to be consistent with the commission's 
approval in 1942 of the raising of the dam and the 
agreement between Seattle and the B.C. govern 
ment in 1997 authorizing the flooding in British 
Columbia. 

When NDJ* leader T. C. Douglas asked later 
if tha commission would have no authority to make 
recommendations against the raising of the dam 
and would' he cOnfinwl exclusively to dealing with 
the ecological effects of the construction of the 
dam and the flooding of the valley, the only 


answers he could get from Mr. Sharp were that the 
minister wouldn't venture to give a legal opinion 
and that he could only reply by reading the 
pertinent clause. 

If this were not government acceptance of Mr. 
Stanfield’s interpretation, then it must be noted 
that a B.C. Liberal — Dave Brousson, MLA for 
North Vancouver-Capilano — reads the reference 
the same way, for he has expressed disappointment 
that the terms limit the commission to recommend¬ 
ing ways to preserve and enhance the environment 
if the decision is made in the United States to raise 
the dam. 

Perhaps, on the other hand, Mr. Brousson Is 
light when he suggests the commission’s findings 
could provide another stumbling block in the way 
of the U.S. Federal Power Commission, the re¬ 
sponsible authority, granting permission to raise 
the dam. • 

When Fisheries and Forestry Minister Jack 
Davis was asked in the Commons if the 
government intended to make any representation 
to the FPC hearing in Washington on the dam 
application, his answer was that it would not be 
appropriate for the government to “appear before 
a foreign tribunal of that character.” Bui the FPC 
surely could have brought before it properly the 
findings of an international commission. 

At best, though, this is a tenuous approach to 
objecting to the Skagit Valley flooding, and Mark 
Rose, the New Democratic MP for Fraser Valley 
West, was probably right in suspecting the study to 
be "little more than a whitewash, an appearance of 
action or pseudo-action.” 


Obnoxious Sounds 


T HE SAANICH MUNICIPAL solicitor has been 
asked to draft an anti-noise bylaw clarifying 
existing definitions of loud and obnoxious sounds. 
It’s a tall order, but undoubtedly some progress 
can he made. 

The municipal council was given impetus to 
call for the preparation of the bylaw by a 
representation from the Society for Pollution and 
Environmental Control, which said noise pollution 
was a serious problem and in some cases could be a 
health hazard. The society suggested that a noise- 
abatement bylaw should define sound levels in 
decibels, so that prosecutions could he undertaken 
on the basis of measurements by scientific 
instrument*. 

UnfAJunktely for those who 'would like to 

control it by law, however, sound doesn't have to 
be loud to be irritating. 

The Motor Vehicle Act as amended at the 
recently ended session of the provincial legislature 
Is going to set maximum noise levels from motor 
vehicles, province-wide, and outlaw the use, sale or 
distribution of vehicles which cannot maintain the 
required standards. 

But this legislation, while it may assure that 
In due course most mufflers will really muffle, will 


Nor 


not extend to off-the-road power equipment, 
will it,deal with the quality of sound. 

The chain saw snarling, the low - powered 
motorcycle ceaselessly revving up, may not in fact 
he louder than other machines producing sound, 
but the noise of them may be much more 
distressing, as is the scolding of a crow compared 
with the song of a robin. 

Thus a truly effective noise-aljstement law 
would require adequate definitions of the kinds as 
well as the intensities of sound that are commonly 
accepted as being obnoxious. But jt seems most 
unlikely that the Saanich solicitor or any other 
could come up with satisfactory definitions of 
offensive whirring, whining, wailing, whomping, 
whacking or whatever. 

Perhaps the most that can be hoped is that an 
anti noise bylaw will impose intensity limits which 
will extend control from the roads to private 
property, but will also establish reasonable hours 
within which the more objectionable noises of 
garden, recreation and construction pursuits will 
be permitted in residential areas. A curfew, as it 
were, for power saws, gasoline lawn mowers, 
tillers, builders’ hammers, minibikes, and amplified 
rock music outdoors or with the windows open.

soeio-economic structure. The 
hatter way ie freeing the 
Canadian economy from die 
strait jacket . of disastrous 
government policies and regu¬ 
lations in which if if suffo¬ 
cating. 

II is, of course, easier, to 
convince the frustrated, the 
angry, the desperate, that 
tha remedy lies in smashing 
the "system" which tliey 
blame for their plight than to 
enlist their support for 
straightening out the war|>ed 
framework which is making it 
impossible for the system to 
function property. 

Angry and desperate people 
are more pi one to listen to 
the shrill voices which offer 
instant miraculous remedies 
for sll social ills than to tiie 
thoughtful voices which offer 
no more than a search for 
rational s o 1 il’tt o n s to ,tor- 
rpenting problems It i* also 
easier, and fpr s brief mo¬ 
ment perhaps even deeply 
»atts!yjft|r»to smash a jam 
med mechanism than to re¬ 
pair it 

Right now Canada s eco¬ 
nomic system is a badly- 
jammed mechanism. Bqt Jbftt 
does nob-necessarily mean 
that it is structurally un¬ 


sound, or obsolete, or beyond 
repair Nor does it mean that 
those who advocate its smash¬ 
ing have anything letter to 
otter. 

For when all is said and 
done, tiiere is really only one 
alternative to what we have 
— namely the "socialist” 
system.

True, there is no officially 
reported unemployment, but 
there are slave labor campa, 
chronic shortages of basic 
consumer goods, desperate 
housing conditions, complete 
regimentation of the popula¬ 
tion which depends for every¬ 
thing on the state, and a 
standard of living best 
characterized by the goal of 
the current hve-year-idan to 
raise Hie average industrial 
wage from the equivalent of 
$130 per month in 1971 to (155. 
by 1975. 

With Hie exception of the 

pampered mjto tary produc¬ 
tions. the economy, stultified 
by top-to-boliom planning and 
by elimination of (lie incen- 
tks of competition and 
private initiative, is stagnant. 
Soviet collectivized agri¬ 
culture is a chronic disaster 
area. 

This, in a nutshell, is the 
atictfiative to the free enter¬ 
prise system which with all 
its shortcoming and periodical 
mismanagement by inept 
governments, has produced in 
North America and Western 


Europe the highest standard 
of living in the world. Free 
enterprise has also provided 
safeguards of political and 
individual freedom. 

Yet, our ''revolutionaries” 
maintain that this system is 
evil, immoral, inhuman, be¬ 
yond repair, and muat there¬ 
fore lie destroyed to make 
room for the “socialist" 
alternative. The fact that 
much of the current economic 
mess in Canada is the handi¬ 
work of a befuddled govern¬ 
ment is shrugged off as 
irrelevant, b e a a u s e the 
government is portrayed as 
the inevitable product of the 
"system.”

Not unnaturally,, a good 
deal of the harsh words one 
hears in Saigon now are di¬ 
rected against tiiese men. And 
the important thing is that 
the criticism ia coming from

One incident that caused 
particular anguish happened 
in the early days of the 
operation, and involved the 
capture of the commander of 
the 3rd Airborne Brigade, 
Oolonel Nguyen van Tho, and 
soma of hia staff officers.

Quebec Unemployed Create Their Own Jobs

Disgruntled over the 
g o vemment't slowness in 
keeping ite election promise 
of providing 100,00Q new jobs, 
Quebec’s unemployed have 
decided to create their own 
jobs. 

Working out of ramshackle 
offices in six major Quebec 
cities, groups of unemployed 
men and women are busily 
setting up a network of repair 
shops and placement agencies 
which by the end of the year 
are expected to spread to 25 
Quebec cities and two Ontario 
centres. 

. Known as les Maisons du 
Chomeur — Houses of the 
Unemployed — the self-help 
projects compile lists of un¬ 
employed in their immediate 
areas and badger local em¬ 
ployers to provide jobs. 

With close to 300,000 people 
out of work throughout the

province, the Maisons are 
quite understandably enjoying 
mushrooming popularity. 

Begun five months ago by 
Jean Pilon, a 37-year-old 
unemployed truck driver with 
past links to various Quebec 
separatist movements, the 
Maisons have, however, come 
under close scrutiny from the 
Government. 

Bill Tetley, minister of 
financial institutions, runs the 
department responsible tor 
granting the Maisons charters 
without which they couldn't 
operate. 

"The hlg problem here,” he 
says, "and to be frank, a 


concern of the Government, is 
what is their real aim? 

"If it's to genuinely help the 
unemployed, we’re 100 per 
cent behind them.” 

Claude Castonguay, m i n- 
istcr of social affairs, says 
that as far as he is con¬ 
cerned: "Any initiative which 
operates on the principle that 
people are going In do 
everything in their power to 
solve their problems is sound. 

"And as far as I know." he 
says, "the Maisons grew out 
of this sound principle.” 

Pilon, who was jailed for 
eight days under the War 
Measures Act during Que¬ 


bec's October kidnap crisis, 
says the government could 
solve the unemployment prob¬ 
lem "but It would call lor too 
radical a change in our 
system.” 

With the help of 70 unem¬ 
ployed men and women of all 
ages, Pilon has converted a 
one-time factory into a four- 
storey repair shop where 
cars, stoves, furniture, and 
clothes are repaired and 
resold. 

Part of the operation is set 
up as a replacement agency 
which finds odd jobs for 
thousands of welfare re- 
oipients on the Maison's Wait¬ 
ing list. 

The 70 who work in the 
repair shop live off social 
welfare benefits and all 
profits of sales are turned 
over to the Maisons. 

IJke other leaders of c4ti- 


zens' committees, student 
radicals and grass-roots 
movements across North 
America, Pilon stresses col¬ 
lective and co-operative ac¬ 
tion rather than individual¬ 
istic competition. 

“I guess that people who 
delight in putting isms at the 
end of everything would call 
this communism, but I prefer 
to call it plain old Chris¬ 
tianity.” he says. 

"Christ said love one an¬ 
other; we say help one 
another.” 

Harry Blank, the outspoken 
Uberal member of the na¬ 
tional assembly for the area, 
says he finds it ironic that no 
one complains when a kibbutz 
is set up in Israel -~ "but 
when a Maison du Chomeur 
pops up somewhere, we im¬ 
mediately think of separatists 
and terrorists. 


"U you think about it for a 
minute, you realize that both 
operate on the same prin¬ 
ciples of pure communism,” 

he adds. 


Montreal Maison du 
Chomeur founder Pilon 
claims that the self-help or¬ 
ganizations are "but the 
beginning” In series of com¬ 
munal living project; which 


he hopes will one day include 
co-operative steel, textile and 
wood plants where workers 
will manage, own and finance 
their firmA 

Pilon says the Montreal 
Maison recently opened a 
medical clinic with a full-time 
doctor and nurse team. He 
hopes to have a recreation 
and cultural centre for citi¬ 
zens ready in the near future. 


The Maison. he says, paya 
$ 1,200 a month rent and ftf 
hopes to one day buy tha 
$90,000 building. 

"Right now wa'ra breaking 
even. We take in about $16,000 
a month and our expenses are 
the same. 

"But we hav« more than 
money can buy down here; 
we have a dream, a utopia,” 
he beams. 


Calley Could Become Catalyst 
To Spur U.S. Militant Right

Ueut. William Calley, con¬ 
victed of murdering 22 Viet¬ 
namese civilians at My Lai, 
could become the catalyst in 
the emergence of a militant 
right in the U.S., if the 
intensity of public sympathy 
for him is sustained. 


His special field is classical 
isiiiticai philosophy, but his 
personal concerns are con¬ 
temporary issues and he finds 
the Calley case disturbing. 


BACKGROUND 


This is the opinion of Allan 
Bloom, an American pro¬ 
fessor of political science at 
the University of Toronto. 
Prof Bloom. 40. came to U 
of T. only last fall after seven 


"I have long been looking 
for a counter-reaction to the 
left's criticism of the Vietnam 
war." said Bloom. "To date 
there has been little militancy 
among the right, although 
they are termed hawks.’ 


Many people applaud Spiro 
Agncw. and the hard-hats in 
New York even protested in 
defence of the American flag 
But in no sense has the light

rivalled the left (doves) In 
militancy, or even activity." 

Bloom believes Cailey's 
conviction might create the 
energy to form a group 
comparable to the new left 
This could hop|>en despite the 
facts of the trial: The mili¬ 
tary jury which sentenced 
Calley to life imprisonment 
heard undisputed evidence 
that there was no combat 
going on in My Lai that 
March day in 1968; eye¬ 
witnesses swore that women, 
children, infants in arme and 
old men offering no 
resistance — were slaugh¬ 
tered. 


are urging Nixon to grant 
clemency tor Calley and free 
him entirely. 

"There are so many issues 
involved, in a sense it was an 
impossible task for the jury." 
said Bloom "Had Calley been 
found innocent, the left would 
have had a field day. A guilty 
Calley now is viewed by many 
as a 'scapegoat' to appease 
the militant left. 


U.S. will overcome and the 
country will retain its respect 
for law and democratic prin¬ 
ciples. 

"Sometimes I think many 
Americans want a feeling of 
despair to prevail so that 
revolution would be impera¬ 
tive to bring about a new 
world.' These people are not 
interested in the wrong at My 
I*al — far from It. They see 
My I,ai for its revolutionary 
ideals." 


Man, where else 


could you find scenery like this? 
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"It is difficult to understand 
Calley becoming a 'hero' tor 
any segment of the American 
people. He was convicted of 
the massacre and at no time, 
as far as I know, did he deny 
the charges. In my opinion, 
he is an unhealthy object of 
admiration. 

"Yet Calley represents the 
possibility of highly patriotic 
Americans uniting against the 
left." said Bloom. "It might 
turn into a new McCarthyism 
with tremendous hostility to¬ 
wards all dissenters. 


"My Lai. tor the leftists, is 
a symbol of America's guilt 
They use this atrocity tn‘ 
prove the United States, as a 
country, is 'unjust and im¬ 
moral.’ In short, My Lai 
represents the decadence of 
American society for them. 

"Paradoxically, the left 
finds little satisfaction in the 
outcome of the Calley case; 
he is not considered impor¬ 
tant. The left sees the Calley 
trial as a way of avoiding any 
case against General West 
moreland and Nixon as war 
criminals.”

"Some people appear to he 
saying it is precisely because 
of Cailey's guilt they want to 
prove their loyalty That is. to 
affirm the principle my 
country, right or wrong’ and 
Calley has provided the op¬ 
portunity tor this declara¬ 
tion " 

The attention paid to the 
Calley case and the passions 
surrounding it attest to its 
political importance. Presi 
dent Nixon personally ordered 
Calley to be released from 
the Ft. BennJng stockade and 
confined to his quarters. * 


Bloom feels the facts 
brought forward in the Calley 
trial may have convinced 
many of the right that the 
Vietnam war is wrong now * 
whatever its justification in 
the beginning put not that 
America is corrupt. 

"These are troubled years 
for the United States and 
there exists tremendous con¬ 
fusion within the country. The 
Vietnam war is not the esuse, 
but it certainly is the occasion 
for struggles of interest and 
conscience.

People who keep s dose 
watch on Kremlin affairs say 
that one man who should 
have reached the top level at 
the Soviet Communist party's 
24th congress didn't make it 
— because he was too good a 
man. too valuable. 

For a long time Andrei 
Andreivich Gromyko has been 
within reaching distance of 
the highest honor for a Soviet 
politician, membership on the 
politburo. It rules the party 
and thus the whole U.S.S.R. 


Gromyko has been Soviet 
foreign minister 14 years. He 
has been signally honored for 
his services. But had he been 
li/ted to the politburo, he 
would have been less cffectjve 
In foreign affairs, where he 


has become a figure familiar 
to millions around the world. 

Gromyko first became fa¬ 
mous a s Joseph SUUn'a 
"nyet" man in the United 
Nations, the one who led the 
Communist-bloc protest walk¬ 
outs. His stare was icy and 
forbidding. His "nyet” vetoing 
a UN proposal could sound 
like a clap of thunder. 

His rise from the boy 
wonder of Soviet diplomacy of 
more than Iferfe decades ago 
has been a typical Soviet 
party success story. 

But he didn’t make the 
politburo, and probably never 
will, now, because the next 
congress is five years away 
and he will be 67. 

His ability as a foreign 
minister was against him. As 
a politburo member he would 
have had a role he never 


played in the past a part in 
the making of policy. He 
would have had to leave the 
day-to-day job of carrying out 
that policy to a successor at 
the head of his ministry. 

That was the way matters 
developed when V. M. Molo¬ 
tov, a Gromyko predecessor, 
turned his attention to polit¬ 
buro matters on the highest 
level and gave up die min¬ 
istry to the peppery, vitriolic 
Andrei Y. Vishlnsky. famous 
as the prosecutor of Stalin's 
purge trials. 

On his 60th birthday in 1969. 
Gromyko received the Order 
of Lenin, the Order of Hero of 
Socialist Labor, and toe gold 
medal of the Hammer and 
Sickle. It was the first time 
any Soviet leader below the 
rank of politburo member had 
been thus honored. 


Gromyko first saw the 
United States in 1939 as 
counsellor of the Soviet em¬ 
bassy in Washington. He was 
30 then. He became ambas¬ 
sador to the United States in 
1044, then ambassador to tha 
new-born United Nations in 
1946. He became deputy for¬ 
eign minister in 1966 under 
Dmitri Shepjlov and then 
foreign minister when Shepi- 
lov was ousted by Nikita 
Khrushchev as a member of 
an "anti-party group.” 

He was a different man as 
foreign minister. He became 
a natty dresser. He would 
smile amiably now and again 
for cameras. He could be 
courtly, doffing bis black hat 
to diplomats’ ladies. And none 
of this detracted from his 
reputation of ice-cold, skilful 
negotiator.

Tuesday 
lifted some of the secrecy 
around the Soviet space flight 
organization and its manag¬ 
ers. 

For the first time, It has 
been disclosed that Leonid 
Brezhnev, the Communist 
Party gsnsral secretary, has 
been directly Involved In 
guiding Soviet epeoe research 
and rocket engineering, ap¬ 
parently since 1963. 

Another disclosure, equafly 
important to Sovist specialist! 
hart, is that Konstantin Rud- 
ntv, who now holds the post 
of minister of Instrument 
making and automation, 
headed the secret commission 
in 1961 which prepared Gaga¬ 
rin's flight. 

The disclosures were con¬ 
tained in an article ciroulatsd 
by the Soviet news agency 
Novosti and written by Rud- 
nev 

The disclosures seem to 
conform to a general Soviet 
policy of pving public credit 
to space managers and de¬ 
signers. but only after many 
years have elapsed

Sultan Seeking 
Air Force Crew 


LONDON (AP) - The 
sultan of the oil rich emirate 
of Qatar on the Persian Gulf 
is about to build his own air 
force and needs pilots to fiy 
his planes. 

Qatar — pronounced 
ghatter — is one of nine 
emirates in the Persian Gulf 
bound by treaties with 
Britain. At the end of this 
year Britain will pull out the 
smell defence force it has in 
the state, population 80,000, 
and Qatar will have to do its 
own internal policing and 
eventually defend itself. 

The emirate is reckoned to 
make about $120 million a 
year in royalties from its land 
and off shore oilfields. 

Britain already lias agreed 


to sell Qatar rebuilt jet planes 
and helicopters but the sultan 
must find Uie men to fly 
them.

Tribunal 
Varsity 
Answer?

University of Victoria’s board of governors mei 
for three hours Tuesday night to consider a proposal 
by a committee of the university’s full professors 
to resolve controversy over three faculty member* 
whose contracts are not being renewed 


But at the end of the 
meeting, tlie board decided 
not to say what the proposal 
is or make any comment 
•bout it. 

Administration spokesman 
Floyd Fairclough told the 
Colonist: “It was decided 
other avenues will have to be 
explored more fully before 
the board can make a public 
statement on the matter " He 
added no further meetings 
have been scheduled to dis¬ 
cuss the issue. 

While tlie contents of the 
professors' proposal are con¬ 
fidential the Colonist learned 
that it calls for a hearing into 
tlie contract terminations by 
an independent tribunal to be 
set up by the chief justice of 
rite B.C Supreme Court. 


It also recommends that the 
tribupai look into methods 
followed during the dispute by 
both ,lie UVic administration 
and die Canadian Association 
of University Teachers. 

Meanwhile, earlier in the 
day, faculty association presi¬ 
dent Prof. Don Harvey circu¬ 
lated a letter and ballot forms 
to all full-time members of the 
university's faculty asking for 
an expression of opinion in tlie 
case of three teachers. 

A vote was begun by 
faculty last week, but all 
ballots were destroyed before 
any count was made because 
of terms and conditions set by 
registrar Ron Ferry^ who 
served as returning officer 


’Hear View Sought 


The second vote is being 
taken “so that we will know 
what their real view is" said 
Harvey. The faculty associa¬ 
tion is carrying out tlie vote 
Itself and Ferry is not 
involved this time. 

The full professors have 
held nearly a week ol secret 
meetings and prepared the 
report for tlie governors. 
Committee chairman Dr. J 
B. Mac-Lean declined com¬ 
ment on it.

MacLean wouldn't confirm 
or deny the contents of his

Parking Law Has Reserve Bite 


Fivs persons have been 
charged under a section of an 
Oak Bay bylaw passed last 
(all prohibiting the parking of 
commercial vehicles in resi¬ 
dential areas except ip ga¬ 
rages or carports, Oak Bay 
Police Chief W. J. Green uid 
Tuesday. 

The clause, which wes pert 
of the vigorously-oppossd by- 
lew governing storage of 
bolts, trailers end camper 
bodies on property, went 
almost unnoticed at the time 
It was passed as attention 
centred on other aepects of die 
bylaw. 


Uodor iti terms, oommcx- 
clal vehicles, which an thoss 
designs tad as such under the 
Motor Vehicle Act — includ¬ 
ing unmarked vane, station 
wagons or cars wMi corn- 
mercOal niataa — or art 
vehicles with writing on their 
sides, ere prohibited from 
back yards as well as from 
driveways and street parking 
in residential areas. - 
At present, however, Given 
said in an interview, enforce¬ 
ment was being restricted to 
those vehicles bearing the 
name of e business firm 
A misunderstanding when 


the bylaw first began to be 
applied, he said, resulted in 
soma parsons receiving warn¬ 
ing notices on vehicles that 
are officially considered com¬ 
mercial, but art normally 
used for regular domestic 
use. 

Green said these persona 
have now been advised they 
will not be subject to prosecu¬ 
tion at this time, but said the 
police may be required to 
enforce the bylaw completely 
at some later date. 

I At present, he said, 38 
persons have been warned 
about their vehicles. One of 


the five charged has already 
appeared in court where he 
pleaded guilty and was fined 

115. 

Many of the persons con¬ 
cerned have indicated they 
were unaware of the exis¬ 
tence of the new regulation. 

! ‘The majority of people say 
they wish in conform and are 
looking at ways and means to 
park their vehicles elsewhere 
than in a residential area, but 
it's difficult fnr some at them 
to find a place," Green said. 

John Tarbuck, of 3R39 
Newton, appeared before 


counoll at its last meeting to 
tell them of his situation. An 
employee of a plumbing firm, 
he la on call 34 hours per day 
and must have a panel truck 
bearing the company's name 
parked at his house. 

His problem is that ha has 
neither a carport nor a 
garage and Is thus prohibited 
from keeping the truck any- 
where on the property. 

*Tvt lived here lor 13 years 
and never bad any com¬ 
plaints," Tarbuck told coun¬ 
cil. "I don’t think Ifa right to 
drive into Saanich and park in 


front of someone alse's home. 
“My only alternatives are 
to sell my bouse or quit my 

job." 

Aid. Alan Hoey, c h a irm a n 
of council’s zoning committee, 
said council did not with to 
impose a hardship on anyone, 
but had only received two 
letters of complaint regarding 
the bylaw. 

"This matter la still on the 
table before Committee A and 
it will be considering all 
letters received regarding the 
commercial vehicle pert of 
the bylaw,” ha said.

Sharp as they step on Dutch 
soil at a landing stage here. 

A small Canadian navy 
sloop ia to bring the Canadian 
governor-general’s party into 
this canal-girded city from 
HMCS Preserver, moored at 
a harbor quayside. 

Juliana saw the Micheners 
a few weeks ago in Canada 
when she visited her youngest 
daughter, Princess Christina, 
24, a music student to Mont¬ 
real. 

With military pomp, the 
Canadian guests and tJiair 
royal hoats will drive in horse- 
drawn carriages along a troop 
lined, flag-bedecked highway 
to the royal palace in central 
Amsterdam.

Prime Minister Trudeau is 
on vacation in the Caribbean 
with hit wife.

So far Trudeau has not 
appeared to be in any hurry

Petrasuk said the city

Level 
Of Diet 
Problem 


OTTAWA (CP) - Forget 
worries about the population 
explosion, a Canadian agricul- , 
rural scientist advised an 
international biological con¬ 
gress nere Tuesday. 

The real problem is to 
mobilise production potential 
to feed all the world’s popula¬ 
tion at the same levels as the 
people of North America, said 
Dr. B. B. Mlgicovsky di¬ 
rector-general of research for , 
the federal agriculture de¬ 
partment. If mankind solved 
thia more immediate prob¬ 
lem, the anticipated food 
shortages by tlie year 2000 
would a utomatically be 
solved. 

He was speaking to meei- 
ings of the Italian Acadenn 
of Biological and Moral 
Sciences, holding a two-day : 
congress here with Canadians 

The provision of food for all 
the world at North American 
levels of nutrition is well 
within agriculture's capabil¬ 
ity. Mlgicovsky said. Yet half 
the world c.awumed much 
less and one-quarter was 
starving. 

The problem was not one 
for science hut one of moral¬ 
ity. economics and politics. 
Without solving die question, 
there was no hope of solving 
the food needs of 30 years 
hence. 

Mlgicovsky said that in a 
way. it was similar to the 
problem of pollution. All the 
knowledge to prevent water 
pollution now was available, 
lacking was the will to apply 
tt and the willingness to pay 
for the solutions. 

In another paper to the 
congress, Dr. Iome Gray, 
president of Atomic Energy 
of Canada Ltd., said he sees 
no problem for 300 years 
from the addition of energy to 
the atmosphere as a result of 
use of nuclear and other 
forms of energy 

He maintained that nuclear 
power plants soon will I* 

> pleasing less heat into the 
environment than conven¬ 
tionally-fuelled plants. 

Radiation emissions from 
nuclear energy use by the 
year 2000 would be less than 
one per cent of the natural 
back ground radiation ab- 
eorlied by man from die 
earlh. 

Gray said some scientists 
hold great hopes that nuclear 
fusion, rather Hian the pres¬ 
ent nuclear fission. will 
prove a "clean” way to 
piviriuce energy. 

He doubted diat this would 
he the case and said Canadian 
nuclear policy is based on tha 
belief that nuclear fission - 
tha controlled splitting of the 
stom — will meet man's 
energy needs tor four or five 
• eniunes

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Deaf Alerted by New Alarm

LONDON (UPI) - In case 
of fire you can about, ring 
belli, hammer on doors and 
windows, even telephone, if 
you make enough noise you 
will alert the oooupants to the 
fact there la an emergency. 

But what do you 4o If the 
house or apartment is occu¬ 
pied by someone totally deaf? 
For years the Royal National 
Institute for the Deaf has 
been trying to find something 


that would alert those without 

hearing to such dangers. 

And now it believes it has 
the answer. 

Recently the institute re¬ 
ported in its magazine Hear¬ 
ing that it had successfully 
tested an automatic alarm 
system designed to "shake” 
people awake in a crisis. The 
discovery grew out of another 
idea for an alarm clock tor 
tiie deaf. 

This was a device that 
began to vibrate under a 


pillow as the alarm otock 
signalled the hour for rising. 

Almost immediately the in¬ 
stitute realized here was the 
beginnings of the automatic 
alarm system tor the deaf 
that it was looking tor. 

“Every other type of parson 
In the world, whole or 
handicapped, can ba 
awakened in case <4 emer¬ 
gency by noise." the maga¬ 
zine said, "but not the deaf." 

It then told of the discovery 
of the vibrating pillow. 


"What the vibrator does is 
to shake people awake, it is 
placed under the pUtow or 
mattress end when it is 
triggered off, either by an 
alarm clock or a switch, it 
creates a heavy vibration that 
can be felt. If the deafness is 
not absolute it can also be 
heard as a deep and powerful 

50-cycle hum. 

"Our first thought, natur¬ 
ally enough, was that if 
vibrators were connected to e 
fire-alarm push-button, who¬ 


ever discovered a fire oouid 
awaken everyone else. Our 
next and better, though far 
more expensive one, was: 
Wiy not link them to one or 
other of the automatic sys¬ 
tems that aet fire bells 
ringing both In the building 
and simultaneously at the 
nearest fire etstion when heat 
or smoke erise?" 

After a year’s work the 
system was complete. It 
includes smoke detectors 


which ere placed in all 
principal rooms of a house or 
apartment, and some heat 
detectors. When flame or 
smoke it sensed by the 
detectors loud bells ring — to 
alert neighbors — the vibrat¬ 
ing pillow goes into operation 
to adviee the deaf person and 
alarm* sound in the nearest 
fire haU. 

"History In the fire-eefety 
world ceems to have been 
made," Mid the institute- It 
is a modest claim. 


Cost of Living 
Increase 
Sets Record 


OTTAWA (CP) - Con¬ 
sumer prices during the last 
three months show the largest 
increase for the period in 
more than a decade, the 
Dominion 'Bhreau of Statistics 
reported Tuesday. 

However, the year-to-year 
rate of increase ran at 1.9 per 
cent in March, down sharply 
from the annual pace of five 
per cent a year ago and 
below the two-per-cent level 
usually regarded by Canadian 
economists as n u n -i n f 1 a- 
tlonary. 

The consumer price index, 
based on 100 |X)inta for 1961 
prices, rose four-tenths of an 
index {mint to 131.3 last 
month, led by higher prices 
for,food, clothing and housing. 

Opposition Leader Robert 
Stanfield said the index allows 
the government has not suc¬ 
ceeded in stabilizing prices. 

David Lewis, New Demo¬ 
crat deputy leader, said the 
latest rise in the index 
creates Uie possibility of a 
renewed government war 
against inflation. 

DBS said that in the last 
three months the index rose 
1.2 per cent, the biggest 
increase tor the period in 
more than 10 years. 


The index, measuring price 
movements over a broad 
range of goods and services, 
was 130.0 in February and 
128.9 in March last year. In 
percentage terms, the index 
last month was 1.9 per cent 
above a year earlier. 

In December, when the all- 
items index dropped, the 
annual rate of increase was 
1.5 per cent. It rose to 1.6 per 
cent in January and 17 per 
cent in February. 

DBS said the purchasing 
{lower of the 1961 consumer 
dollar was 76 cents in March, 
compared with 78 cents in 
March. 1970. 

The index follows Die move¬ 
ment of prices tor more than 
3UQ goods and services which 
figured most prominently in 
purchases by urban families 
in 1957. 

Commodities make up 70 
per cent of the total These 
prices were up four-tenths of 
one tier cent in March and 
three-tenths of one par cent 
tor the year. 

Services, accounting for the 
remaining 30 per cent of the 
Index, rose three-tenths of one 
per cent last month and 5.2 
per cent for the yar. 


Women Leave 

Paper 

Freed 

VANCOUVER (CP) - 
Womens liberation groups 
ended their takeover of Van¬ 
couver's underground news- 
pujier, the Georgia Straight, 
Tuesday after bringing out an 
issue free of fouMaftar words 
and ads dealing with eroti¬ 
cism. 

The front cover carries the 
legend "Women’s Liberated 
Geurgia Straight" and a pic¬ 
ture of two laughing female 
laborers, fully clothed, push¬ 
ing a lawnmower and a 
wheelbarrow along a deserted 
city street. * 

The women, who included a 
number of regular female 
employees of the weekly 
paper, marched Into the 
Straight's offices in Van¬ 
couver’s Gastown district last 
week and announced they 
were taking the |>ai>er over 
for one issue to protest the 
cover of tliat week’s issue. 
They described the cover as 
"sexist, exploitive and very 
offensive." 

Male amplnyees made no 
effort to dislodge them and 
editor Dan McLeod announced 
he would pay the women 1800 
for producing the paiier. 
which he said was the normal 
weekly payroll. 


Capsulized Patients 
Seen for Hospitals 


HALIFAX (CP) - A plastic 
capsule has been designed in 
which a patient can he sealed 
during his stay in hospital to 
■'educe costa, danger of Infec¬ 
tion and number of days 
spent in the Institution. 

Dr. William Breger, 48. a 
teacher at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity’s school of public health 
and hospital administration, 
descritied the concept during 
a visit here. His capsule 
system has been patented by 
the United States government 
and some hospitals have 
requested capsules for In¬ 
tensive-care units. 

The capsule Is designed for 
short-term patients and 
Breger said he thinks their 
stay in hospital could he 
reduced from five to two or 
three days. 

At present, nurses spend 75 
per cent of their time going 
from one room to another to 
take temperatures and gfve 
treatments. The capsule 
system would enable patients 
to have their blood pressures, 
temperatures and pulses 
recorded on a screen Inside 
the capeuie. and they would 
move on a monorail from one 
treatment centre to another. 

Sealed in their capsules, 
patients would be shielded 
from infections during their 
hospita) stay. 

Breger said that tradi¬ 
tionally about 20 persons are 
employed to care for every 10 
patients, but the capsule 


method would require only 
one medical support for every 
10 patients. 

He thinks it will be about 
five years before the capsule 
system is introduced for 
general use in hospitals. Then 


It would speed up the course 
of Intensive treatment usually 
required by short-term pa¬ 
tients, and free nurses to 
spend more time with long¬ 
term patients who h£va 
greater emotional needs.

FOHA CHOPS WITH VEGE¬ 
TABLES 

I tablespoon* butter; l 
medium onions; 6 medium 
IxAatoea, peeled and cut into I- 
inch pieces (about four cups); 
S medium carrots, peeled and 
cut into I-inch pieces (3 
cups); I teaspoon salt; • pork 
chop*. 1 i»ch thick; I en- 
vel<a>e of coating mix. 


Meil butter in oven iq 13x9 
inch baking dish Cut each 
onion into six wedges. Toss 
vegetables in melted butter in 
baking dish until evenly 
coated.

An Aristocrat 


Tureday, while I wu trying to deecribe the Clarke', 
Early .train ot Heavenly Blue rooming glory — gur new 
Cnlqnlit Free Seed otter — I found myaell deddedlf idled by 
the limitations ot the English language. 

I cannot find Ihe proper words to describe the exquisite 
loveliness at these tropical Powers. 

To cell it a rooming glory b to belittls tha flower, for the 
trumpeta are enormous, far beyond anything found in 
ordinary morning glories, yet with all their size, there is an 
elegance end refinement that marks this vine the aristocrat 
of its tribe. 

Nor does it help much to tell you the flowers are blue, for 
thia particular shade is almost lndeecribabla. Four hundred 
yearn ago the London aputheoary-herbaliat John Parkinson 
had thesa words lor it: "A moat excellent fair side-coloured 
blew, so pleasant to behold, that often it amazeth the 
spectator." 

Thia waa a favorita flower with the 17tb-c«ntuiy Dutch 
end Flemish painters too; I think they must have looked upon 
it ee t special challenge to their eldll to reproduce this 
cerulean blue iqxxt their canvasses 

In selecting a place to grow your Heavenly Blue plants, it 
If wise to remember that these ere fast-growing annual vines 
that will reach at least 10 feet in height, possibly much 
higher in rich soil. 

It is necessary to have gome sort of support such as a 
houae wall, fence, trellis or arbor, preferably in full aun, for 
these are tropical vines. They do not need to be tied up. but 
cling by twisting their leaf stems around the supporting 
strings or netting, in much the same manner as clematis. 

Tuesday I described a simple method for starting your 
gift Heavenly Blue seeds indoors, but actually, this isn't 
strictly necessary. With this special early-blooming strain of 


seeds, it is quite practicable to tow them outdoors where the 
vines are to bloom. It would be wise, though, to wait untii the 
•oil has dried off a bit end is feeling warm lo the touch. 

The seeds of the Heavenly Blue meriting glory ere very 
hArf-even harder than those of the Russell lupin—and one 
trick to speed up germination is to place your gift seeds In e 
metal saucepan and pour boiling water over them right out of 
the kettle. 

Now, don’t misunderstand me on this point. I gave this 
tip to one lady, end she proceeded to BOIL her seeda, thereby 
destroying the living germ within. 

The Idea of the metal pan is to dissipate and reduce the 
heat of the water fairly quickly, so the seeds are exposed to 
the maximum temperature tar only a few seconds. This 
softens the seed coat and "thoclci" tha seed to the point 
where it germinates in a week or lest. Allow the seeds to 
•°ak in the water for about an hour before planting. 

After planting them — an inch deep and e foot 
apart—cover each sown seed with a jam Jar. but remove thia 
protection as soon as tha baby plants appear above ground.

Stroke of Genius 


WASHINGTON — By the 
spring ot 1971, the army was 
in serious trouble with the 
American public. Growing 
r e velations ot corruption, 
graft, atrocities and battle¬ 
field reverses had sadly 
undermined confidence in the 
army'a ability to defend the 
nation. 

At the same time, mal- 
nourishment, functional Illit¬ 
eracy and blight stalked the 
cities and rural areas. It was 
clear the country was losing 
the war on poverty. Yet the 
department of health, educa¬ 
tion and welfare had little 
luck in weening funds from a 
tight-fisted congress. 

It was then that the admin¬ 
istration had one of its rare 
srokes of genius. The presi¬ 
dent radically altered his 
proposed government re¬ 
organization plan. Congress, 
over stiff opposition, reluc¬ 
tantly passed it. 

So it was that the depart- 
men of health, education and 
welfare took over the defence 
of the nation. And the Penta¬ 


gon took over the war on 
poverty. 

The result! of the exchange 
surpassed even the wildest 
dreams of ita proponents. 

Hie generals 16 the Penta¬ 
gon reacted to this new 
challenge with the traditional 
army tactic they had become 
so efficient over the years In 
employing: They marched up 
Capitol Hill to demand more 
money. 

“Wa can aea the light at tha 
end of the tunnel,” General 
Westmoreland confidently told 
the happily-nodding congress¬ 
men. And he proposed three 
new projects: 

The first was Sky Bolt. This 
envisioned fleets of heli¬ 
copters circling over the 
nation's ghettos dropping 
packets of cash Indiscrimi¬ 
nately on the poor. The con¬ 
tract would be let to the 
Boeing Corporation of Seattle. 
The total coat was estimated 
at only $1.3 million. 

Second was the TFX (tor 
'Teacher Funding, Experi¬ 
mental”). Lockheed, with the 
help of technical advisers 


from Rolls Royce, would be 
granted a contract to wipe 
out functional illiteracy in 
America. The cost estimate 
was (1.2 million. 

Lasly. there was the ambi¬ 
tious ABM (for ‘ Anti-Blight 
Measure”). Under this pro¬ 
posal, a consortium of aero¬ 
space firms, headed by Penn 
Central Railroad executives, 
would be given the job of 
rebuilding the cities and 
cleaning up pollution. Esti¬ 
mated coat: (1.6 million. 

The congressmen, awed as 
always by a general’s uni¬ 
form, approved the proposals 
as usual without a dissenting 
vote. Out-of-work engineers 
and craftsmen were rehired. 
Work began. 

In no time, money showered 
down on the poor Teachers 
poured into the classrooms. 
New housing sprang up in the 
slums. The air grew fit to 
breathe, the water fit to 
drink. 

In the first year alone, cost 
overruns, to no one's surprise, 
amounted to (63.7 billion But 
congress, as it had for a 


generation, passed the huge 
Pentagon budget without a 
murmur. 

As always, the money had 
to come from somewhere. As 
always, It came from tha 
budget of health, education 
and welfare. To make ends 
meet, HEW’ had to withdraw 
tha remaining troops in Viet¬ 
nam, end draft calls and 
scrap ail the vast thermo¬ 
nuclear weapons systems it 
could never unleash without 
destroying the world. 

Yet, oddly enough, tha 
nation was far more secure 
than ever before. Where It 
had been weak, divided and 
on the brink of chaos it was 
now, with Its sicknesses 
cured, health, prosperous and 
united. No nation dared 
attack it. And new nations, to 
the chagrin of the commu¬ 
nists. sought to emulate its 
happy blend of democracy 
and capitalism. 

The whole thing proved, as 
a wise philosopher later said, 
that: “Money can. too. buy 
happiness. But only if you 
spend it In the right places.'’

You Said It 


One of the best ways to 
predict the success of any 
movement is by evaluating 
the extent to which ha 
language has permeated the 
common culture. For a 
change in language always 
precedes a change in behavior 
and response, and always 
presages the form of new 
relationships. 

Shortly before he died, Sen. 
Everett Dirksen, that monu¬ 
mental gargoyle of the Ui>. 
Establishment, delivered a 
talk on Telling It Like It Is. 
Not long afterward, some 
equally marmoreal figure 
ended an address with the 
rousing call, Right on! Both 
were plagiarizing subversive 
sources. 

These phrases, and dozens 
more like them, were lifted 
bodily out of the lexicon of 
the movement. The bang-up, 
the cop-out, the put-on. art 
more than instances of cur¬ 
rent slang; they have sprung 
out of the new consciousness 
of the young, the alienated, 
the militant, the poor, the 


black, the loose confederation 
of all disaffected elements in 
society. 

What Is significant Is that 
the lingo has been generally 
adopted by people who differ 
190 degrees from the original 
users; the upper reaches of 
the Establishment, in all its 
dimensions, is telling it like it 
is even when telling it like it 
ain’t. 

This does not necessarily 
mean that the country as a 
whole is becoming more 
radicalized in any concrete 
political sense. Changing use 
of language does not foretell 
political positions as much as 
general attitudes. And the 
general attitudes are shifting 
toward the modes of the 
‘‘movement/' 

What this implies Is that 
even when the substance is 
conservative (as with Dirk- 
sen). there is sensed a new 
mood in the populace — a 
mood that is impatient with 
fancy rhetoric, skeptical 
about official versions, resent¬ 
ful of the impersonality in 


public Mfe, suspicious of the 
self-serving beneath the pious 
or patriotic proclamation, and 
demanding that we all atop 
camouflaging the content with 
the packaging. 

In this general sense, the 
movement has succeeded, 
even though in its particulars 
it may have failed. Ameri¬ 
cans are not any more 
radical, or revolutionary, or 
even libertarian, than they 
were a decade ago — but they 
are definitely turned on to the 
possibilities of their own 
personal effectiveness against

The words we use, and 
unconsciously adopt, presage 
a shift in attitudes long before 
we can see the material 
results; they are like the 
whitecapa that accurately 
foretell a change in wind to 
t h e experienced mariner’s 
eye. When a few young hot- 
bloods around Boston began 
to call themselves "Amers 
cans” instead of “colonists," 
the revolution had begun.

West led a heart, which certainly didn't give South 
any additional headaches, and there were now 12 running 
tricks. The 13th trick might come from either clubs, 
diamonds or spades, and in the actual case H can be seen 
that Nature had intended the last of these suits to provide 
the answer to South’s prayers. 

Unfortunately, South's first move was to take three 
rounds of clubs, on the last of which he suddenly realized 
that he had to discard either a spade or a diamond. 

South thought long and hard about this and calculated 
that there was a better theoretical chance to make four 
tricks in diamonds than in spades, because of the 
possibility that the jack of diamonds might fall in two 
rounds.

The letter, published in the 
l e tter»-to-the-editor column, 
said a recent Journal editorial 
appeared to indicate that the 
newspaper felt, there should 
he no public debate on the 
separation of the role of the 
banka from the role of 
government. 

Greene said if it la Impor¬ 
tant that Canadians own their 
own resources, then banking 
policies become e vital con¬ 
sideration. 

Recent statements by char¬ 
tered hank presidents ap¬ 
peared to indjeale ’that the 
question of foreign ownership 
of our resources and indus¬ 
tries is not a relevant factor 
in their decision-making pro¬ 
cess." he said.

Under Attack 


The Low Income Group's housecleaning project 
is jeopardizing the jobs of people employed by private 
companies offering janitorial services, according to 
Graham Quakenbush, spokesman for a Victoria 
commercial cleaning firm. 


"VVi can’t hop* to compel* 
with the prices ottered by this 
Low Income Group for the 
1 lousecleaning service.” he 
said in an interview Tuesday 
lie pointed out that the 
housecleaning service given 
by tiie welfare mothers is 
administered from an office 
supported by a subsidy. 

“When we send someone 
out we have office overhead, 
equipment, and transporta¬ 
tion, and we have to pay for 
pension plans, unemployment 
insurance and all that kind of 
tiling,” said Quakenbush 

The women organized by 
the Low Income Group ar¬ 
range their own rates with 
the employer, ranging from 
$1.60 to $3 an hour depending 
on the kind of work to lie 
done. The group arranges tor 
transportation and babysitting 
where necessary 
Employee* of the janitorial 
services receive from $1.65 to 
13 an hour — the higher rate 
going to expert floormen or 
window cleaners 

Quakenbuah said Hie serv¬ 
ices of these people are 
charged out at a minimum of 
$3 an hour, up to about $6 an 
hour, witti the extra amount 
going t o replacement of 
equipment and other ovar¬ 
ii e a d , u nemployment in¬ 
surance and pension plans 


'The business has to show 
a little profit, too, but with 
these iieople in opposition we 
shall be out of business.” 
Quakenhush said 

“They am undercutting all 
the way down the line — this 
kind of competition just isn't 
cricket.” 

Quakenbush said that 
Gregg's does hire men and 
women on welfare, as well as 
men eoming out of jail who 
need rehabilitation. 

"All these jobs are in 
jeopardy,” he said. 

“If tiie Low income Group 
succeeds in getting the jobs 
and getting their women off 
welfare it will simply mean 
that another set uf people will 
be out of work and getting 
welfare 

•They say tiiey are not 
treading on anyone's toes, but 
are providing a necessary 
service - well they're step¬ 
ping on my toes, and I’ve 
already felt it in the business 
since they started in competi¬ 
tion.’’ 

Quakenbush said he felt 
that if welfare people w-anted 
to get the women working 
they should have registered 
tiie women for work with 
established janitorial b u s i- 
nesses so thal they could be 
called out when work was 
available without putting 
other people out of work

OTTAWA iCP) Energy 
Minister J. J. Greene called 
Tuesday for a thorough public 
discussion on whether the 
government should hgve a 
voice in important financial 
decisions of chartered banks 
and life insura nop firms. 

"The private decisions of 
the banks and life insurance 
coinpadfcr who hold the 
great proportion of Canadian 
savings, have a considerable 
effect - possibly as great as 
any political decision — as to 
the kind of Canada we will 
have in the future,” Greene 
stated in 4 letter to The 
Journal. 

The letter, published in the 
1 e tiers-to-the-editnr column, 
said a recent Journal editorial 
appeared to indicate that Die 
newspaper fell there should 
be no pqblic debate on the 
separation of the role of the 
banks from the role of 
government 

in an editorial Tuesday, 
however. The Journal said 
’’even mad dogs and English¬ 
men know that banks must be 


r 


made to sene a nation's 
economy, not direct it.” 

Greene said there are com¬ 
plaints from small cities and 
communities that they cannot 
obtain private financing for 
housing or industrial growth 
as easHy as larger centres. 

This was largely the result 
of private lending institutions 
operating In the Interest of 
maximizing profits. 

But "it tends to move us 
towards a Canada of smaller 
i n t e g r a ted communities. 
Whether one agrees with this 
trend or not, it is clearly one 
to which the decisions of the 
financial institutions can con¬ 
tribute _" 

Greene said if it is impor¬ 
tant that Canadians own their 
own resources, then banking 
policies become a vital con¬ 
sideration. 

Recent statements by char¬ 
tered bank presidents ap¬ 
peared to indicate “that the 
question of foreign ownership 
of our resources and indus¬ 
tries is not a relevant factor 
in their decision-making pro¬ 
cess.” he said

The next moment the voice 
had mellowed and he was on 
the other side of the drawing 
room speaking into the 
phone: “Who? Oh. yes. Yes, I 
remember you. Yes. I'd be 
glud to have a chat with you 
Yes. Yes.' * 

And then he was back in 
the elegant cliair with the 
high, straight back, leet up. 
mouth determined, tapping 
his eye glasses against ids 
chest and talking like die old 
warrior who had — like the 
young fellow he called a brat 
— served as prime minister. 

It was that kind of after¬ 
noon in tiie elaborate suite 
with the big double doors a 
suite that Diefenbaker kept 
saying was really more than 
he needed.

Secret Code , Fight Thwart Hijackers

WINNIPEG IL'Pj - An 
attempted aircraft hijack 
Tuesday in tl\e heart of 
Manitoba on a Light plane, 
among whose six passengers 
were Winnipeg Mayor Stephen 
Juba and his wife, was 
prevented by use of a secret 
radio code, a cloud bank and 
phyaicai force. 

Three yoqtha, believed aged 
16 and 17. tried to comman¬ 
deer a Midwest Airlines flight 
from Dauphin, Man. to Winni¬ 
peg and force it down in farm 
country south of the western 
Manitoba town 


Juba, who bad been in 
Dauphin since Monday, re¬ 
turned to his office Tuesday 
afternoon, but on executive 
assistant said he w r as "visibly 
upset and shaken” by the 
experience. The mayor was 
not available for comment. 

A sixth passenger has not 
been identified. 

Using what turned out to toe 
sharpened toothbrush handles, 
one of the three first ap¬ 
proached tiie pitot, Capt. Bob 
Taylor, 15 minutes after the 
flight’s 11:50 a m takeoff and 


told him to lajid tiie craft 
immediately on the highway 

The captain told him the 
snow was top bad for a 
landing so the three settled on 
Yorkton. Sask., 106 miles to 
tiie west. 

Co-pilot Maurice Durant, 
using a hijack code, radioed 
Winnipeg international airport 
of tiie circumstances and 
began the flight to Yorkton. 

The seven-passenger Navajo 
entered heavy cloud cover 
and the crew began a gentle 
turn back toward Winnipeg, 
IG«) miles to the southeast 


Again by radio. Winnipeg was 
informed of tiie change in 
I lig|it plans and ground police 
began to prepare for the 
landing. 

Hie pilot managed to keep 
tiie plane in tiie clouds until 
shortly before the airport was 
sighted. At one stage in their 
bluff, tiie aircrew told the 
three juveniles the radio 
contact was necessary to 
inform the tojver whore the 
plane was so that there 
wouldn't be any mid-air col¬ 
lisions with other aircraft. 


Tbe plane left tiie cloud 
cover about one-half mile 
north of Winnipeg airport. At 
this stage, an airline spokes 
man said, the trio realized 
they were not landing in Sas¬ 
katchewan and ruslied the 
cockpit. 

'Hie captain began to 
wrestle with the tost youth 
who entered the cockpit and 
the others piled in behind. 
Tiie co-pilot continued to land 
tiie aircrafi and as he did be 
switched over to empty fuel 
tanks so lights would begin to 
Hash an file dashboard 


The juveniles saw the warn¬ 
ing lights and apparently field 
off their assault long enough 
for the aircraft to get its 
wheels down. 

An unmarked RUMP sta- 
lion wagon pulled alongside 
the still-moving airplane and 
by tiie time tiie aircraft 
slopped tiie police were able 
to jump .QP board and take 
tiie juveniles into custody. 

The trio were turned over 
to St. James-Assiniboia police 
and then to juvenile authori¬ 
ties.

NANAIMO—A motion 
to table a request from 
Pacific Petroleum for the 
installation of a tank 
farm at Stewart Avenue 
and Cypress Street was 
approved Tuesday by 
Nanaimo city council. 


Aid. Ted Jenkinson. who 
° made the motion, earlier 
voted against a tabling mo¬ 
tion put forward by Aid. Ginu 
Sedoia. Jenkinson said he did 
that to allow some discussion 
on the proposal. 

Sedola. former chairman of 
the advisory planning com¬ 
mission, said installation uf 
lank farms at that area was a 
matter of major public con¬ 
cern. The planning body had 
previously recommended that 
tank farms be held to a 
minimum and should even¬ 
tually be eliminated. 

Sedola said: “This is the 
liest area of our community 
tlie waterfront. Other areas 
are better for this purpose 
“The cify could derive 10 fq 
26 times the amount of 
taxation Horn tins area if it 
were esthetically developed." 

Sedola felt that if that type 
of development continued, tlie 
waterfront would be de¬ 
stroyed. He added that there 
are “many questions” on Hie 
Pacific Petroleum application 
which needed answers before 
council voted on it. 

A comment by Aid. Gordon 
MacKay that the planning 
commission had been sitting 
on zoning changes that would 
p revent industrial develop- 
ment along the waterfront 
elicited a stern rebuke from 
Sedola. 

He told MacKay that he and 
others on Hie council were the 
ones ulio had been refusing to 
act on zoning changes sug¬ 
gested by the commission.

Using what turned out to be 
sharpened toothbrush handles, 
one of Uie three first ap¬ 
proached the pilot. Capt. Bob 
Taylor, 15 minutes after the 
flight's l] .50 a.m takeoff and 


told him to ’land the cruft 
immediately on the highway 

The captain lold him the 
snow was too bad for 4 
landing so the three settled on 
Yorkton. Sask.. 106 miles to 
the west. 

Co-pilot Maurice Durant, 
using a hijack code, radioed 
Winnipeg international airport 
of the circumstances and 
began the flight to Yorkton 

The seven-passenger Navajo 
entered heavy cloud cover 
and Uie crew began a gentle 
turn back toward Winnipeg. 
160 miles lo the southeast 


Again by radio. Winnipeg was 
informed of the change in 
flight plans and ground police 
began to prepare for the 
landing.

University of Victoria’s board of governors met 
for three hours Tuesday night to consider a proposal 
by a committee of the university’s full professoi-s 
to resolve controversy over three faculty members 
wfiose contracts are not being renewed 


But at the end of the 
meeting, the board decided 
not to say what the proposal 
is or make any comment 
about it. 

Administration spokesman 
Floyd Fairclough told tl»e 
Colonist: "It was decided 
other avenues will have to lie 
explored more fully before 
the board can make a public 
statement on the matter " He 
added no further meetings 
have been scheduled to dis¬ 
cuss the issue. 

While the contents of the 
professors’ proposal are con¬ 
fidential the Colonist learned 
that it calls for a hearing into 
the contract terminations by 
an independent tribunal (6 be 
set up by the chief justice of 
the B.C Supreme Court. 


It also recommends that the 
tribunal look into methods 
followed during the dispute by 
both tlie UVic administration 
and tiie Canadian Association 
of University Teachers. 

Meanwhile, earlier in the 
day, faculty ass>>ciation presi¬ 
dent Prof. Don Harvey circu¬ 
lated a letter and ballot forms 
to all full-time members of the 
university's faculty asking for 
an expression of opinion in tiw 
case of three teachers. 

A vote was begun by 
faculty last week, but aU 
ballots were destroyed before 
any count was made because 
of terms and conditions set by 
registrar Ron Ferry who 
served as returning officer

"There's a lunchroom back 
there, but I don’t know.” 

Carter said the plant uses 
very few volatile chemicals in 
its cleaning process. "We 
might have a barrel of 
solvent, but most of these 
modern chemicals you can 


throw a match m 'em and 
they won't go up.” 

He said insurance'adjusters 
would probably set up oil ices 
within a tew days to handle 
customer claims, "as long as 
they have a valid claim 
check.” 

Carter, a former polite 
commissioner, has had his 
share of trouble recently; 
"Last week, somebody broke 
into the same place and took 
our safe." he said. A * 

"You just have to live with 
this in this business. People 
leave matches in their clothes
